Senate  To  Bring 
By-Laws  Up  To  Date 

Amendments  to  the  Student  Sen- 
ate Constitution  and  By-Laws  were 
presented  to  the  Senate  for  study 
at  the  May  4th  meeting  of  the  Sen- 
ate. The  passage  of  these  amend- 
ments to  the  Constitution  is  sought 
before  the  school  year  ends  so  that 
it  may  be  up  to  date  with  the 
functions  and  duties  of  the  Senate. 

The  amendments  are:  Article  4 — 
Finances,  superceded,  Article  G — 
Committees,  revised,  and  Article 
10 — Social  Chairman,  added. 

Article  4,  pertaining  to  Finances, 
is  completely  deleted  with  the  sub- 
sequent insertion  of  a  new  finances 
Article  specifying  the  mandatory 
activities  fee  for  all  full  time,  12 
credit  hours  or  more,  students.  The 
budgeting  of  these  funds  subject 
to  approval  of  senate  and  faculty 
committees  and  the  officer  in  charge 
of  the  funds  is  provided  for. 

Article  G  is  revised  and  sets  up 
the  program  of  four  basic  and  per- 
manent committees,  the  Budget,  the 
Elections,  Constitution,  and  By- 
Laws;  the  Inter  Campus,  Inter  Cen- 
ter, and  Faculty  Relations;  and  the 
Organizations  and  Activities  Com- 
mittees.     The    duties,    appointing, 

Article  10  is  added  and  pertains 
to  the  newly  created  position  of 
Social  Chairman,  his  duties,  power, 
appointment,  and  qualifications. 

These  amendment  changes  and 
additions  to  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Student  Senate  Constitution  were 
submitted  by  the  President  and 
Vice  President  of  the  Senate  with 
the  signature  of  three  senators. 
Any  comments,  criticism  or  agree- 
ment, about  these  amendments  are 
welcomed  and  may  be  voiced  to 
any  Senator  or  in  person  at  the 
Senate  meeting  on  Thursday  noon.

Plan  Second  Try  At 
"Grand  Prix" 
Saturday,  May  21 

The  Purdue  Center  Micro  Engi- 
neers will  participate  in  the  annual 
Grand  Prix  go-cart  competition  on 
the  Purdue  Campus  May  21.  This 
year's  racer  is  a  completely  rebuilt 
model  from  the  parts  of  last  year's 
disappointment  with  a  completely 
new  and  lighter  frame  and  hotter 
motor. 

Work  has  been  moving  along  for 
the  past  two  months  with  a  concen- 
trated effort  being  poured  into  its 
construction  in  the  last  two  weeks. 
The  howling  alley  in  the  sub-base- 
ment has  been  the  headquarters  i.  i 
the  assembly  of  the  racer  with 
some  work  done  in  the  building 
maintenance  shop.  Mr.  Mark  Peter- 
man  is  the  faculty  advisor  of  the 
project  with  a  team  of  three  Micro 
Engineers,  Al  SelKing,  Bmce  Stev- 
enson, and  Ashley  Wheeler. 

A  strict  set  of  specifications  and 
rules  must  be  complied  with  in  the 
construction  of  the  vehicle,  and  an 
inspection  of  it  will  be  made  on 
May  1:1,  at  Lafayette.  The  week 
following  the  May  (1  weekend,  the 
ME's  will  test  ii/n  the  racer  and 
practice  running  the  course.  On 
May  14,  the  racer  will  be  impound- 
ed a  week  till  just  before  race  time 
on   May  21. 

A  course  e.f  many  turns  mid 
curves  will  constitute  the  hazards 
and  an  experienced  driver  force  is 
a  necessary  factor,  as  well  as  a 
good  and  fast  car,  in  having  a  win- 
ning combination.  The  races  con- 
sist of  three  heats  with  a  final  heat 
of  forty  cars,  the  twenty  winners 
of  each  of  the  first  two  heats  being 
tiie_starters  in  the  final  dash.  The 
first  heat  will  start  at  11  A.M.  with" 
the  final  race  scheduled  to  start  at 
approximately  2  P.M.  Among  the 
many  pages  of  rigid  requirements, 
a  stipulated  number  of  drivers,  five, 
must  be  ready  to  operate  the  ve- 
hicle at  race  time.  The  first  three 
winners  of  the  final  race  must  sell 
their  cars  for  $150.  This  insures 
that  the  stated  maximum  invest- 
ment will  stay  below  this  figure.
